AN investigation launched 
into a one-year-old girl’s fall 
from a window, has ruled that 
it was an accident. 

Parents of Lilly Taylor claimed she 
fell out at their Tipton home after a 
council worker left a window open. 

Lilly needed surgery after suffering a head 
injury caused by the fall at the family’s home in 
Highfield Road last October. 

The youngster, who fell from a first floor win¬ 
dow, continued her recovery at home while an 
investigation was launched by Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil and West Midlands Police. 

This week both the police and the council say 
the investigation has concluded that Lilly’s fall 
was due to an accident and no further action 
would be taken. 

The accident happened after a workman had 
been carrying out repairs at the family home. 
Speaking at the time her father Craig Taylor 
said three windows in the house were being re¬ 
placed on the day and believed a bedroom win¬ 
dow had been left ajar. 

Ysterday, Mr Taylor said they had not been 
aware of the conclusion of the probe, adding: “I 
have heard nothing and we have been waiting.” 

He said the family could not speak further at 
this stage as they had been taking legal advice. 

Decision 

Sandwell Council’s director of neighbour¬ 
hoods, Adrian Scarrott, said: “Both the police 
and Sandwell Council carried out investigations 
at the time of the incident and both investiga¬ 
tions resulted in the decision that no further 
action was needed.” 

A West Midlands Police spokesman added: 
“An enquiry was conducted during which the 
child’s parents and a council workman - who’d 
carried out repair work on windows at the prop¬ 
erty - were spoken to. 

“The conclusion was that the child’s fall was 
an accident.” 

Mr Taylor previously spoke of his horror at 
finding his young daughter lying in his garden 
as he returned home from a DIY store. 

It is believed that after being put down for 
a nap, she had crawled out of an open window 
before plunging to the ground. 

Speaking after the accident, he said: “I’m 
traumatised, I will never, ever forget this. 

“We have just moved in and I am redecorat¬ 
ing my little girl’s room, so I went to the DIY 
store to get some more paper. 

“When I got back, everyone was crowded up 
the alley by the side of my house. I walked up 
there and found my little girl on the floor, chok¬ 
ing on her tongue. 

“I ran up to her, took her tongue out of her 
mouth and put her in the recovery position.” 

Lilly was then rushed to Birmingham Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital for emergency surgery. 

His partner, Stephanie Moreton, then aged 
21, was sitting downstairs watching television 
with their older son Tyler when Lilly fell.

She married her childhood sweetheart Fred 
and the couple lived in Aston until he passed 
away in 1980. 

And although she never had any children 
herself, she has a host of nieces, nephews, 
great nieces and great nephews. 

In earlier life she loved to take family holi¬ 
days, but every weekend she and Fred would 
head to their caravan in Bewdley - with pet

improvement work 
at route set to start 


LONG awaited work to improve 
the safety and appearance of a 
major route in Sandwell is set to 
start next weekend. 

The £2 million scheme for Bearwood 
Road and Cape Hill in Smethwick is 
due to start on Sunday April 12 with 
the installation of LED street lighting, 
which will be more energy efficient 
than the existing street lighting. 

Once completed, work will then start 
on improving the pedestrian crossings in 
Bearwood Road following complaints from 
road users that they were unable to see the 
‘little green men’ that light up on the exist¬ 
ing crossings to show that they can cross. 

Sandwell Council’s deputy leader Steve 
Eling said there were more ambitious plans 
for the junction with Sandon Road at the 
Bear Tavern where diagonal pedestrian 
crossings will be put in, similar to ones in 
Oxford Circus in London. 

Pavements and street furniture along 
the route will also be improved. 

Designs 

Preliminary work has already been tak¬ 
ing place along the route with the main 
work to take place in phases over the com¬ 
ing months starting in April. 

Bosses are also working on junction im¬ 
provement plans for Bearwood Road with 
preliminary designs still being worked on. 

Once completed these will go out for res¬ 
idents to have their say and to be approved 
by councillors. This work will also take 
place in phases and is expected to begin 
later this year. 

The authority said improvements along 
Cape Hill were also in the pipeline with de¬ 
tailed designs now being worked on. 

Public consultation will take place later 
this year and work will begin in the au¬ 
tumn. Cape Hill has one of the highest 
numbers of recorded road accidents in the 
borough with 34 incidents involving 40 
casualties reported over the five years to 
the end of November last year. 

Plans for the section of road include 
the installation of a controlled pedestrian 
crossing in the main shopping area and 
bus stops relocated to either side of the 
proposed crossing. 

Better lighting would come in at the 
route and a 20mph limit introduced along 
Cape Hill and its approaches.

Questions 
raised over 
safety of 
homes site 

THE site chosen for hundreds of new 
homes in Wednesbury may pose a threat 
to people’s health, it has been claimed. 

Local UKIP members have suggested 
thought has not been given to hazards 
they claim await residents who will 
move into properties Sandwell Council 
plans to construct on former sewage 
works near Friar Park and Bescot. 

Steve Latham insisted an investiga¬ 
tion must be carried out into the levels 
of harmful emissions that are coming 
from the nearby M6. The man hoping to 
be elected for UKIP in West Bromwich 
East also argued the noise levels could 
be unbearable for new residents. 

Sandwell Council said the proposed 
scheme would create much-needed new 
housing for the borough. 

If approved, the report recommends 
up to 10 per cent of the housing built 
on the site will be a mix of high-quality 
affordable housing and the rest will be 
developed for owner occupation. 

But Mr Latham said: “Air pollution 
has been linked to a higher risk of dis¬ 
ability or even death according to a re¬ 
port. Figures show that between 2010 
and 2012 there were more than 4,000 av¬ 
erage stroke deaths per year with more 
than a third in the Black Country. 

“I call upon Sandwell Council to pub¬ 
lish air quality figures for the last 10 
years and to do an up to date investiga¬ 
tion for comparison.” 

Labour councillor for Friar Park Geof¬ 
frey Lewis dismissed Mr Latham’s com¬ 
ments and insisted his rival was using 
the issue as a ‘political football’.

St Basils, which helps 
hundreds of homeless young people in 
the West Midlands, has opened the reg¬ 
istration for its annual fundraiser. 

The organisation runs the Live and 
Work scheme in West Bromwich, home¬ 
lessness prevention services in Walsall 
and a supported accommodation scheme 
for 19 homeless young people who are 
in education, training or employment in 
Kidderminster. 

This year’s walk challenge will take 
place around the Roaches near Leek, on 
the south edge of the Peak District on 
June 6. There are two circular routes on 
offer which are 13 miles or 26 miles.

Plastics company 
set for expansion 

A PLASTICS firm with sites in Stafford¬ 
shire and Walsall is set to expand as it 
celebrates its 25th anniversary. General 
Building Plastics has grown to an annu¬ 
al turnover of £3.5 million. Based in Ru- 
geley and with a shop in Queen Street, 
Walsall, iit is opening in Oswestry too. 
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60 stores in 
firing line 
with B&Q 
shake-up 

THE decision to close 60 B&Q stores 
over the next two years casts a shad¬ 
ow over the future of around 3,000 
workers - including hundreds in the 
Black Country. 

But owner Kingfisher, Europe’s 
biggest DIY retailing group, says it 
simply has too much shop space in 
the UK and it needs to offload stores 
that are not making a profit. The re¬ 
sult will be the closure of 60 of B&Q’s 
360 shops. 

There is a large B&Q store at 
Wednesbury. 

The move will cost Kingfisher 
around £350 million, largely because 
of stores tied to ‘onerous’ leases. 

The fact that new boss, Veronique 
Laury is prepared to spend that 
amount of money indicates how seri¬ 
ous she is about the need to shake-up 
the business. 

Many believe the problem lies in a 
decline in the DIY market, as more 
families rent and are less inclined to¬ 
wards home improvements. 

And the decision by rival Home 
Retail Group to close a quarter of its 
Homebase DIY stores last October 
added to that belief. 

The Homebase cuts, which will 
see around 80 stores closed by early 
2018, followed a company review as 
the threat of online rivals and the rise 
of a generation ‘less skilled in DIY 
projects’ threatened a sector already 
squeezed by the economic downturn 
over the last few years. 

But Ms Laury denied that the UK 
DIY market was in decline.

Footage highlights shoplift tactics

IT took them just six minutes to 
choose their victim, have two failed 
theft attempts and a successful third 
as the woman was busy shopping. 

And now police have revealed CCTV 
footage as part of a crackdown on 
pickpockets in Birmingham city cen¬ 
tre. The video has been published via 
YouTube, Twitter, Facebook and Vine 
to highlight the tactics of thieves as 
part of the #SpotThePickpocket Twit¬ 
ter campaign, launched by the police 
in November. 

The footage shows four men in a 
pickpocket pack who thought they 


had a lucky swipe when targeting an 
unsuspecting shopper in a Birming¬ 
ham store. 

They chose their female victim 
within minutes. They had two failed 
attempts before a successful third. 

The men managed to get away with 
her purse containing £40, but the 
main offender was caught by the store 
security. He was later arrested. 

Sgt Andy Gregory, from the force’s 
crime reduction team, said: “Theft of¬ 
fences across Birmingham are going 
down year on year and we believe this 
is partly down to people being more 


aware. Our advice is to wear a bag 
that goes across your body to hold 
your most valuable items. Never leave 
your bag unattended and be aware of 
what’s going on around you.” 

In the last 12 months, 55 per cent of 
all thefts have been of mobile phones, 
so the force is encouraging people to 
keep their valuables out of sight and 
add them on the UK national property 
register at www.immobilise.com. 

Anyone with information about 
pickpockets or who sees anyone acting 
suspiciously should call 101 and speak 
to an officer. 


Firkins back in trouble 
as shops and jobs lost 


FIRKINS has ceased trading with 
the closure of 23 shops and loss of 
104 jobs. 

The 144-year-old Black Country bakery 
firm, which has had a troubled history 
in recent years, is in liquidation follow¬ 
ing ‘difficult trading periods on the high 
street’. 

Shocked staff were phoned at home on Sun¬ 
day and told not to come to work this week. 

Both Firkins and Wollaston bakeries have 
closed down, including shops in the Saddlers 
Centre, Walsall; King Street, Darlaston; and 
High Street, Wednesfield. BRI, a Northamp¬ 
ton-based business recovery and insolvency 
specialist, is now dealing with the situation. 
Firkins has been in and out of administration 
at least three times since 2000. 

A statement from BRI read: “Following dif¬ 
ficult trading periods on the high street, New¬ 
bridge Bakery (Retail) Ltd & Newbridge Bakery 
(Birmingham Retail) Ltd have announced that 
their shops trading as Firkins and Wollaston 
Bakery have closed and will cease to trade. 

Transferred 

“Unfortunately, despite efforts to improve 
shop profitability and because of the lack of 
new sales, the directors have taken steps to 
place the company into a creditors voluntary 
liquidation, which will result in the loss of 104 
full and part-time jobs. 

“Newbridge Bakery (Retail) Ltd & New¬ 
bridge Bakery (Birmingham Retail) Ltd were 
transferred into new ownership back in April 
2014 and were a local supplier in Birmingham 
of bakery and confectionery goods. The closure 
will not affect other group companies including 
Oliver Adams Ltd based in Northampton.” 

One furious member of staff, who asked not 
to be named, said employees had been treated 
badly. 

The worker said: “The way we have been 
treated is disgusting. Some of those who have 
lost their jobs have been working for the firm 
for 20 years and this is the thanks they get. 

“They get a phone call at home saying it’s all 
over after showing a long-term commitment. 
There were no staff meetings and no official 
warnings before we got that bombshell phone 
call out of the blue at home on a Sunday morn¬ 
ing.” 

Mary Firkin started Firkins Bakery in 1870 
with her award-winning pork pies and a single 
shop in Carters Green, West Bromwich.

NHS staff redeployed to 
other roles despite cuts

DOZENS of staff at the NHS 
trust which runs Sandwell 
Hospital have been rede¬ 
ployed to other roles fol¬ 
lowing consultations over 
job cuts. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospitals NHS Trust has faced crit¬ 
icism from the Care Quality Com¬ 
mission in the health body’s latest 
inspection. 

The CQC said the trust ‘requires 
improvement’ and said that aspects 
of the safety of services, including 
surgery and the outpatients de¬ 
partment, at Sandwell were ‘inad¬ 
equate’. The trust, which also runs 
City Hospital, launched a consulta¬ 
tion with staff last year over propos¬ 
als to make around 1,400 job cuts 
over five years. But inspectors said 
the bid to boost safety was ‘poten¬ 
tially at cross purposes’ with the 
trust’s proposals to axe jobs. 

Changes 

Now trust chief executive Toby 
Lewis said 150 staff members have 
been redeployed to other job roles 
rather than losing those individuals. 

“At the time of the CQC inspec¬ 
tion in October last year we had 
just begun consulting with staff on 
workforce changes to make sure we 
meet the health needs of our pa¬ 
tients both now and in the future,” 
he said. “The uncertainty of that 
consultation is reflected in the re¬ 
port. 

“We have completed the first 
phase of these changes and I am 
pleased to say that we have success¬ 
fully redeployed 150 people to other 
jobs within the trust. 

“The second phase of consulta¬ 
tion will take place this spring. We 
remain committed to keeping NHS 
staff within our services, even as 
roles change.” Mr Lewis has already 
said that the trust, which also runs 
services at Rowley Regis Hospital, 
they needed more A&E consultants 
and nurses but staffing levels were 
safe. He added: “We keep our staff¬ 
ing levels under continual review 
to ensure we keep delivering safe 
care.”

Neighbour 
in dispute 
sent to jail 
for 2 years 

A PARKING dispute between 
neighbours has ended with a 
man starting a two year jail 
sentence.

The defendant was arrested, held 
in custody overnight and then given 
bail by magistrates after appearing 
in court the following morning, the 
court was told. By 6pm that evening - 
just hours of his return to the address 
- Dhala was drunk once more and 
threatening to kill a female member 
of the family, it was said. 

Dala was rearrested and remained 
in custody until his appearance at the 
Crown Court. 

Dhala from Addenbrook Court, 
South Bank Road, Cradley Heath 
admitted possession of an offensive 
weapon and witness intimidation. 

Traffic light fault

Thug jailed 
for pointing 
fake gun in 
bike dispute 

A THUG who pointed an imitation 
gun at a house while on bail for two 
robberies has been jailed for six years 
and one month. 

Arun Hudin, aged 22, struck first 
when he mercilessly ignored the 
pleas of a woman not to steal three 
gold chains that belonged to her re¬ 
cently deceased mother. He tore the 
jewellery from the victim’s neck and 
snarled: “Shut up or you are going 
to get hurt,” Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told. Miss Joanne Wall- 
banks, prosecuting, said: “She had 
been the main carer of her mother 
who had died months earlier.” 

It happened when Hudin and two 
other men snatched the ignition key 
out of a car in which the woman and 
a male friend were travelling as soon 
as it came to a standstill near shops in 
New Invention, Willenhall, last May. 

Hudin was traced and arrested but 
had been released on bail pending fur¬ 
ther inquiries when he got into an ar¬ 
gument in Whitegates Road, Coseley, 
on July 21, said the prosecutor. 

The dispute stemmed from him 
riding a mini-moto around the area. 
Hudin returned to the scene four 
hours later after getting an imitation 
firearm from his home. 

Miss Wallbanks explained: “Those 
inside feared that it might be fired.” 

The weapon was never found but 
the lawyer said it had been a BB gun. 

Hudin from Masters Lane, Hale¬ 
sowen, was found guilty of the two 
robberies at trial after denying the of¬ 
fences but admitted possession of the 
imitation firearm. 

Closure of tunnels 
sparks disruption 

MOTORISTS face disruption after 
two main Birmingham road tunnels 
closed overnight for repairs. 

The A38 St Chad’s and Queensway 
tunnels shut from 10pm until 6am 
starting on Wednesday until May 8. 

Officials say the closures are for 
remedial works to collision damage, 
cleaning of the walls and signage. 

The closures will also allow devel¬ 
opers involved in the Paradise Circus 
works to enter the tunnels to carry 
out structural inspections and testing. 

During the closures, routine main¬ 
tenance works that would otherwise 
be done later in the year will also be 
completed. There will also be a break 
in the closures on the evening of May 
2 to allow for preparations for the 
Great Birmingham 10k Run.

Health trust 'requires improvement' 



Sandwell General Hospital 


THE NHS trust which runs Sandwell 
Hospital was told it ‘requires im¬ 
provement’ after health inspectors 
said aspects of safety were ‘inade¬ 
quate’. 

A&E, medical care, surgery and 
children and young people’s services 
also required improvement, the Care 
Quality Commission report found. 

Critical care and end of life care 
were rated as ‘good’ but outpatient 
services were rated as ‘inadequate’ 
following the visit to Sandwell and 
West Birmingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust. 


It comes as the trust, which also 
runs City Hospital, in Birmingham, 
has been holding discussions with 
staff over a potential 1,400 jobs over 
a five year period. 

But the CQC report today said 
any drive to improve safety was ‘po¬ 
tentially at cross purposes’ with the 
trust’s planned job cuts. 

Inspectors said that currently in 
some cases staff were not able to 
attend training because of staffing 
constraints, or offer services over ex¬ 
tended hours, also due to lack of staff. 

Inspectors are demanding the trust 


takes action including improving 
nursing staff levels ‘to ensure these 
are safe and meet the requirements of 
the service’. England’s Chief Inspec¬ 
tor of Hospitals, Professor Sir Mike 
Richards, said: “While we witnessed 
areas of good practice it is clear that 
the trust has work to do.” 

Toby Lewis, chief executive of 
Sandwell and West Birmingham Hos¬ 
pitals NHS Trust, said: “My over¬ 
riding feeling is that there are no 
surprises in the report and I am de¬ 
lighted some inspectors agree with us 
that we have caring staff.” 


Hospital seeking more 
staff in wake of report 


MORE staff, including A&E consult¬ 
ants and nurses, will be recruited at 
Sandwell Hospital as part of an ac¬ 
tion plan being developed following 
a critical report. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham Hospi¬ 
tals NHS Trust, which runs the hospital, 
‘requires improvement’, say inspectors 
from the Care Quality Commission. 

The trust was told that the safety of services, 
including surgery and the outpatients depart¬ 
ment, at Sandwell were ‘inadequate’ 

The trust, which also runs City Hospital in 
Birmingham, has been holding discussions 
with staff over a potential loss of 1,400 job 
losses over a five-year period. 

But the CQC report said any drive to im¬ 
prove safety was ‘potentially at cross purposes’ 
with the proposed job cuts. 

Toby Lewis, chief executive of Sandwell and 
West Birmingham Hospitals NHS Trust, said 
they needed more A&E consultants and nurses 
but staffing levels were safe. 

He said: “We reviewed our nurse staffing 
levels last autumn and are absolutely confi¬ 
dent that they meet or now exceed national 
safe staffing guidelines. 

Retention 

“We know we have more to do to fill our va¬ 
cancies and cut staff sickness so that we have 
full teams consistently in place. 

“We have cut agency use by a third and im¬ 
proved retention rates in our medical wards. 

“We have great, caring staff and want them 
to have time to care. We keep our staffing lev¬ 
els under continual review to ensure we keep 
delivering safe care.” 

The report highlighted failings in hand 
washing to prevent the spread of infections, 
while there were other examples of medications 
not being locked away in cabinets. 

Staff also failed to make adequate notes on 
patients’ records, meaning important informa¬ 
tion was not passed on, such as what they had 
eaten for breakfast. 

Mr Lewis said with the note taking, it was 
often the case that the action had been com¬ 
pleted correctly, but a record of it had not been 
kept. He added: “The report is very clear that 
there is room for improvement and the kind of 
things the report invites us to focus on even 
more is handwashing, making sure that the 
care we provide is more accurately reflected in 
notes and the security of medicines.”

WEST Bromwich Albion will wear 
a historic 1968 kit in the Premier 
League next month as part of an 
emotional day of tributes to Haw¬ 
thorns legend Jeff Astle. 

The Baggies will don the famous white 
kit with red socks in which they won the 
FA Cup at Wembley, with fans’ favourite 
Astle scoring the winning goal against 
Everton. 

And the trip down memory lane - against 
Leicester City at The Hawthorns on April 11 
- will help the family of the late striker launch 
the Jeff Astle Foundation. 

Astle’s daughter Claire said: ‘Astle Day’ will 
no doubt be an incredible and memorable occa¬ 
sion, made even more special with the launch 
of The Jeff Astle Foundation. It is a fitting trib¬ 
ute and lasting legacy in dad’s name, to raise 
awareness of brain injury in sport and to offer 
much-needed support to those affected. 

Understanding 

“We would also like to take this opportunity 
to thank the FA and PFA for their continued 
understanding and efforts in addressing this 
very important issue. 

“On a final note, the support we have re¬ 
ceived from football fans across the country 
has been phenomenal, none more so than from 
West Bromwich Albion supporters. 

“Without their love and devotion for dad, 
none of this would have been possible. Dad 
would be so very proud.” 

The kit change represents a major coup for 
the Baggies, who have persuaded the Premier 
League to sanction a one-off switch for just the 
second time. 

The only previous occasion saw Manchester 
United wear a retro kit to mark the 50th anni¬ 
versary of the Munich air crash. Astle’s family 
chose the game against Leicester to launch the 


foundation as the Foxes were the opponents 
against whom the legendary goalscorer made 
his Baggies debut in September, 1964. 

The event will also mark the end of the ‘Jus¬ 
tice for Jeff campaign, which has seen support¬ 
ers stage a minute’s applause on nine minutes 
and raise a banner at each Albion game this 
season. The foundation launched in his name 
will promote care of other sufferers and fund 
research into CTE (chronic traumatic enceph¬ 
alopathy), the brain condition that claimed his 
life in 2002 at the age of just 59. 

A coroner ruled Astle’s brain had been dam¬ 
aged as a result of heading heavy leather foot¬ 


balls throughout his career. The kit change will 
see all sponsors’ names and branding removed, 
along with players’ names. 

Baggies chairman Jeremy Peace said: “We 
promised at the start of the season to hon¬ 
our both Jeff and his family’s efforts to raise 
awareness of an important issue by dedicating 
a home game to him - and it promises to be a 
special day. 

“The one-minute ovations for Jeff and the ‘if 
in doubt, sit it out’ campaign this season have 
been well-supported by fans up and down the 
country and now the launch of the foundation 
gives a new impetus to the family’s efforts.” 


The club announced plans for the day in a 
video featuring Mr Peace, Astle’s daughter 
Dawn, current club captain Darren Fletcher 
and Baggies legend Tony ‘Bomber’ Brown, 
who recalled Astle as best man at his wedding 
to wife Irene. Bomber said: “The foundation 
in Jeffs name is a fitting tribute to a fantastic 
guy. 

“I just couldn’t believe it. I went to see him 
and it just wasn’t the same person I’d known. 
I must admit, the first time I saw him after 
he’d been really poorly, on the way home I just 
burst out crying. 

“That’s the way it got me. I was sobbing.”

Councillor Steve Trow, one of the 
founder members of Jubilee Theatre 
and Community Arts Company in 
1974, said: “It really doesn’t feel like 
40 years ago that we first set up Ju¬ 
bilee Arts. 

“This exhibition and website will 
include hundreds of photographs cap¬ 
turing the tremendous spirit and cre¬ 
ative energy of the many local groups 
and communities we worked with over 
those early years. 

“All across the new borough of 


Sandwell, there were community fes¬ 
tivals, massive summer play schemes, 
street parties and children’s parades, 
pub shows and theatre performances, 
tours of old people’s clubs, tenants’ 
campaigns, murals, oral history books, 
exhibitions, videos and photography 
projects. 

“In the 1970s times were tough, 
rather like today. 

“I hope the Jubilee archive will be 
a revelation to today’s young people, 
showing just how creative and commu¬ 


nity-spirited their parents and grand¬ 
parents were when they were young. 
Forty years on, that same community 
spirit is needed more than ever.” 

In 1974, in West Bromwich, a group 
of young graduates founded Jubilee 
Theatre and Community Arts Com¬ 
pany.

18-month-old Bella, underwent a routine spray procedure 
at Cats Protection’s Birmingham Adoption Centre. 

While Bella, who is a rescued stray, was under anaes¬ 
thetic, the vet noticed an unusual object in her stomach. 

Further surgery revealed a very sharp, flexible stick - 
three inches long - was lodged in the black and white cat’s 
colon. The vet said that if the stick, believed to be from a 
kebab, had encroached much further down Bella’s intes¬ 
tines, then she may have died. 

Bryan Cross, who works full time as a cat care assistant, 
said: “Little Bella came in to the charity as a stray at the 
beginning of the month. She is a fairly young cat, around

Ex-miners mark closure 
milestone at Hamstead

FOR centuries, coal mines 
were at the heart of life in 
the Black Country, providing 
power for the area’s indus¬ 
tries and work for thousands 
of labourers. 

And one mine in particular, at 
Great Barr, played a big role not 
just in its community, but on a 
wider scale, attracting workers 
from as far afield as eastern Eu¬ 
rope after the Second World War, 
as well as miners from other parts 
of the UK. 

Now the Hamstead Colliery Miners 
Memorial Trust is seeking to com¬ 
memorate the 50th anniversary of the 
pit’s closure - and is inviting the pub¬ 
lic to suggest ideas for a suitable way 
to remember the colliery. The mine 
closed for good on March 26, 1965. 

Tony Ward, the trust’s chairman, 
said an official report stated there 
were problems with new machinery 
introduced at the site, which cut the 
coal horizontally, while the coal in the 
mine was at an angle. 

The coal mined at the site also con¬ 
tained a lot of other minerals and had 
to be sorted by the workers by hand, 
an expensive process, which meant it 
was more cost effective to close the 
mine altogether. 

Hamstead Colliery occupied a 16- 
acre site on Hamstead Road, with the 
entrance and main mine shaft opposite 
what is now the Esso service station 
and where the shower and washrooms 
for the miners used to be. 

The mine, which went down three 
quarters of a mile beneath the surface, 
first became operational in 1880. 

Up to 800 people worked down the 
mine at any one time. It was one of the 
deepest in Europe and attracted work¬ 
ers from Durham during the 1960s 
after the mines in the north east had 
closed down. 


Workers also came from Yugosla¬ 
via, Italy, Poland, Wales and Bulgaria, 
with many having served in the Brit¬ 
ish Army during the war. 

One of those, Vlade Novakovie, 
who comes from the former Yugosla¬ 
via, was present for the launch of the 
commemoration consultation earlier 
this month at the colliery memorial in 
Hamstead Road. 

The memorial was built to remem¬ 
ber the Hamstead Colliery disaster in 
1908, in which 25 miners and a rescue 
worker died in an underground fire. 


Mr Novakovie, who lives in Tan- 
house Avenue, Great Barr, worked in a 
number of roles at the mine for a total 
of 17 years. 

He said: “It holds big memories for 
me. It was very good pay and the finest 
coal in the country. It was a high coal 
seam.” He was joined at the launch 
by Hamstead Road resident Bernard 
Leach, another former miner, Mr 
Ward and his fellow trust representa¬ 
tive Tony Fowler.”

WORK at a £150 million shop¬ 
ping outlet and resort desti¬ 
nation is steaming ahead.

Employment lawyers 
JMW Solicitors in Man¬ 
chester have lodged the 
claim for compensation, on 
behalf of 303 of the 2,500 
who lost their jobs, with 
Manchester Employment 
Tribunal. 

The company was placed 
into administration on 
Christmas Eve and a joint 
report from MPs on the 
Business and Scottish Af¬ 
fairs select committees 
says the collapse has ex¬ 
posed how company insol¬ 
vencies do not offer enough 
protection to workers. 

They have said the 
system was too heavily 
skewed in favour of inves¬ 
tors and the taxpayer, call¬ 
ing for the balance to be 
shifted.

Council tax move concern

The pair celebrated their landmark 
anniversary with a party at Knaves 
Court in Brownhills last Thursday, 
where they renewed their wedding 
vows in a special ceremony. 

Mrs Steadman, aged 83, said: 
“Everyone said it was a beautiful ser¬ 
vice.

DISABLED people have been telling 
of their fears after support for 20,000 
people’s council tax bills was cut. 

Walsall Council is going to require 
people to pay more if they were previ¬ 
ously in receipt of council tax benefit 
as it deals with £29 million worth of 
savings. Andy Brown, from the Black 
Country branch of the Multiple Sclero¬ 
sis Society, said people were worried. 

“I’ve had calls from people with MS 
who have been sent their bills for the 
coming year. Some have asked about 
our grant facility because they do not 
know how they are going to pay. 

“One person told me they would 
have to find an extra £11 a month. An¬ 
other has to pay an extra £15 a month. 
That is a lot of money when you can¬ 


not work. This is just from people with 
MS, let alone people with other disa¬ 
bilities. 

“These are people who cannot work 
because of their illness. And now they 
are being penalised for it.” 

Walsall Council has approved plans 
for council tax to rise by 1.99 per cent, 
with support for 20,000 of the bor¬ 
ough’s most needy residents reduced 
by 25 per cent. 

A total of 12 children’s centres will 
close as £4.4 million is wiped from the 
children’s services budget and up to 
200 council jobs will go, as well as an 
unspecified number of senior manage¬ 
rial positions. 

Walsall Museum will still close in a 
bid to save £70,000.

Coffin shop tramcars have new lease 


of life at Black country museum 


IT’S a tram-endous story with a 
happy ending. When two Wolver¬ 
hampton trams were taken out 
of service in the 1920s they were 
snapped up and brought to the 
Ironbridge Gorge to be incorpo¬ 
rated into a house which stood 
for many years. 

And when the time came in 1976 to 
demolish that house in Coalbrookdale, 
the trams were both salvaged to be 
used as museum pieces. 

One of them was restored to be run on 
tracks taking visitors around the Black 
Country Living Museum in Dudley, where 
it remains an exhibit today and will run 
again soon. 

The property mentioned had once been 
the home of Bill Williams. 

Dave Bentley of Admaston whose wife is

related to the Williams family, said: “Mrs 
Williams was my mother-in-law’s auntie. 
Bill Williams was the undertaker down the 
bottom of Ironbridge. The trams were sent 
to the Black Country Museum and done 
up,” he said. 

Crane 

And Dave was able to give the date that 
the trams were removed - June 23, 1976. 

The Shropshire Star reported on that 
day: “Overhead wires had to be taken down 
in Coalbrookdale today to allow a massive 
lifting operation to get under way. The 
telephone wire was taken down so that a 
mobile crane could lift two old trams which 
have been used as an undertaker’s home 


and coffin shop since 1925. The 26ft long 
trams - which originally weighed about 13 
tons each - were being lifted on to two low 
loaders for transport to the Black Country 
Museum storage building at Pensnett trad¬ 
ing estate. There they will be made into a 
single machine to run on tracks at the mu¬ 
seum site in Dudley. 

“The trams were being removed from Mr 
Bill Williams’ premises. His father-in-law, 
Mr Edwin Brown, bought them when they 
went out of service after 20 years’ use, and 
built a house using them as gable ends. Mr 
Williams later used the building as a coffin 
shop.” 

Laura Wakelin of the Black Country Liv¬ 
ing Museum added: “Both tramcars were 
used as public trams on the Penn Fields 
route, Wolverhampton, during the few 
years preceding the First World War. 

“Once withdrawn from service they were 
sold to Mr Edwin Brown of Ironbridge and 


eventually used to form part of his under¬ 
taker’s home and coffin shop in 1925. 

“Both trams came to the museum in 
1976. Tram 49 was subsequently restored 
with a lot of funding from the Science Mu¬ 
seum, London. Tram 49 is on display in 
the museum’s Albion Tram Depot which is 
open to the public on every museum open¬ 
ing day. 

“Tram 49 has run on the museum’s tram 
tracks,and it will continue to do so as soon 
as some necessary essential maintenance 
has been carried out on the tracks. 

“Unfortunately upon arriving at the mu¬ 
seum tram 47 was in a state of disrepair 
and the decision was taken that it would be 
more useful to sacrifice it for spares.” 

It is not the only time the museum has 
received trams in this way. In 1984 two old 
trams which were used as part of a bunga¬ 
low in County Lane, Codsall Wood, were 
donated to the museum.

Bestiality 
porn man 
approached

A MAN who was spotted touching women at 
New Street Station was also found to be in 
possession of dozens of sickening bestiality 
images when police searched his home. 

Police put out a media appeal to trace Robert 
White after he was filmed on CCTV approaching 
women at the station in Birmingham city centre on 


October 31, 2013. 

The 46-year-old handed 
himself in after seeing the 
appeal on Facebook, Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court 
heard. When police searched 
his home in Central Drive, 
Coseley, they seized more 
than 100 DVDs and his com¬ 
puter hard drive. 

Mr Mark Phillips, pros¬ 
ecuting, said that 23 of the 
DVDs were found to con¬ 
tain moving and still images 
of horses and dogs being 
abused by adults. His hard 
drive also contained 26 clips 
of a pornographic version of 
children’s TV favourite In¬ 
spector Gadget, which also 
featured cartoon depictions 
of bestiality. 

The court was told that 
18 of the images taken from 
the hard drive and 100 im¬ 
ages from the DVDs fell into

the most extreme category 
of pornography. 

Mr David Bratt, defend¬ 
ing, told the court that 
White’s behaviour had 
caused him ‘huge embar¬ 
rassment and humiliation’. 

No charges have ever been 
brought against White for 
his behaviour at the train 
station. He pleaded guilty 
to four counts of possessing 
extreme pornographic im¬ 
ages and was placed under 
a supervision order for 36 
months. He was also put on 
an electronically monitored 
curfew for three months and 
disqualified from working 
with children. White was 
also made the subject of a 
10-year sexual harm preven¬ 
tion order.

40 years on same watch

NOT many people spend 40 
years working in the same trade 
these days, but firefighter Steve 
Newman has not just been in the 
service for that time, he has also 
been part of the same watch. 

The 61-year-old has been an integral 
part of white watch at Smethwick fire 
station since March 24, 1975, just 12 
weeks after he completed his training. 

And the grandfather said he still enjoyed 
his work, even though he is set to retire 
soon, adding he did not think there would 
be many firefighters around the country 
who were still with the same watch after 40 
years. He said: “It is an achievement, but 
it is just one of those things. I just do my 
job and my time has built up. I don’t dislike 
anything about the job. 

“I love the camaraderie with the other 
guys and being part of the fire service is a 
great thing because it has a real family feel 
to it. It is like a big family.” 

Incident 

He started in the fire service just nine 
days after the IRA Birmingham pub bomb¬ 
ings and has attended some major inci¬ 
dents, including a massive blaze at Lowes 
Timber Yard in Waterfall Lane, Cradley 
Heath, while he has also attended fatal 
house fires and car crashes. However, the 
father-of-two, who lives in Alrewas, said 
that he was glad he never had to attend an 
incident where a child had died - adding by 
quirk of fate those calls had been dealt with 
by his colleagues. 

The biggest change in his time had been 
in the nature of the job. 

He said when he first joined crews could 
be called out to a broader variety of inci¬ 
dents, while firefighters were now expected 
to do more work with schools, giving talks. 
The equipment has also improved, he said, 
with the specialist cutting gear being more 
effective at its job.

Highest Regards as restaurant 
curries favour for good service 


GOING for a curry has become 
something of a favourite pastime 
in Blighty. The suggestion of a 
night eating a spicy meat dish 
brings fist pumps from friends 
and family all over the country. 

It’s become as much a part of our 
culture as tea, football and - unfortu¬ 
nately - the term of endearment ‘bae’. 

A good curry can banish a cold; I’m not 
sure a doctor would prescribe one but it 
works. I swear. 

So three of us headed out to Regards in 
Aldridge on one particularly cold, dank 
evening to stick two fingers up to the mis¬ 
erable weather. 

We were ruddy hungry. It’d been a long 
day. So a curry seemed the best remedy to 
our grumbling bellies. We’d been before, 
so knew what to expect. The service, as al-

ways, was spot on from the off. 

Coats were taken immediately. A prime 
seating located near a heater was offered. 
Drinks orders were taken without a pause. 

And so we were left to peruse the menu 
once the pleasantries were completed. The 
choice here is great. There’s a lot of what 
you’d expect - Balti dishes, bhunas, kormas, 
rogans. But there are also some treats too. 

Choice 

Regards offer a selection of combination 
dishes for those feeling under pressure 
from all the choice on offer. Adore two cur¬ 
ries and unsure which one you want today? 
Have them both. This section of the menu 
offers up a variety of options. And if none 
quite suits your taste, just put a quiet re¬ 
quest in and a combination of your choice 


isn’t usually a problem. Regards also claim 
to be specialists in Tawa dishes. Either 
chicken, lamb or prawn, they’re cooked 
with diced onions, green peppers and aro¬ 
matic herbs and spices. 

I opted for the sheek kebab to start. They 
were plump, juicy and full of flavour. Some¬ 
times meat dishes like these can be a lit¬ 
tle dry, but certainly not on this occasion. 
Thumbs up! 

It’s never difficult to catch the eye of a 
member of staff and they attend immedi¬ 
ately. Drinks were topped up and we were 
ready for the mains. 

Here is where the combination dishes 
came into play. Chicken jalfrezi and lamb 
masala arrived, accompanied by pilau rice 
and a cheese naan. 

The portions, again, were spot on. There 
was enough of each curry to get a real taste 
without pushing you over the edge. The rice 


was great at soaking up the sauce and the 
naan, a little light on cheese maybe, cer¬ 
tainly benefitted from a variety of flavours 
to be dipped into. 

What can also be noted here is these 
curries feel quite light for their food type. 
Sometimes Indian food can be too rich and 
heavy, but this is certainly not the case 
here. It makes a nice change. 

Ideal 

However, it must also be said that they’re 
a little light on the spice. This would be the 
ideal place for somebody just starting out on 
their curry voyage; even the medium dishes 
are very kind to the taste buds. Pretty full 
we didn’t feel we could manage a dessert. 

It was not much of a wait for the bill - a 
real bugbear of ours when the opposite oc¬ 
curs and the polite staff more than earned 
their tip.

Griff is back on track in 
his journey of discovery 


ometimes, the simplest 
approach is the best, so we’ll 
leave Griff Rhys Jones himself 
to describe the premise of his new 
series. 

He says: ‘Africa. There’s nowhere 
else quite like it. A billion people 
speaking thousands of languages and 
a paradise of wild animals and natural 
wonders. I’m going to take it on in an 
unhurried manner aboard Africa’s 
railways. It’s the ideal way to meet its 
people and to experience its beauty.” 

And that, in a nutshell, is that. 

During his trip, Griff will travel 
through Algeria, Tunisia, Kenya, 
Tanzania, Zambia, Zimbabwe, 

Namibia and South Africa - it’s a 
17000-mile journey that begins in the 
Moroccan city of Marrakech. 

“I love Morocco,” reveals Griff. “I love 
the feeling of being on the cusp of 
Africa here. What could be more 
authentic, you see? What could be 
more Moroccan, than a cup of mint 
tea? Except that tea was introduced 
by the English when they took over 
Tangiers and it comes all the way from 
China. 


“So, whenever you’re in Africa, the 
idea that we are coming here on this 
huge journey to look for the ‘real’ 
Africa is nonsense. You never find 
the real Africa, what you find is the 
mix that created Africa from way 
back.” 

After stocking up on a few essential 
supplies at a colourful local 
marketplace, he boards a train for a 
seven-hour journey to Fes, and 
immediately sets about making friends 
in the hope that they will help him 
pass the time. 

One of his fellow travellers is a 
salesman selling traditional Berber 
remedies. Griff bravely tries a stick 
that doubles as a toothbrush, but 
baulks at the idea of some brown 
paste used to treat worms. 

Once in Fes, he hooks up with 
Abdul, who turns out to be arguably 
the city’s most eccentric guide, and 
takes him on a tour of its medieval 
streets and medinas. 

‘This is a bit spooky isn’t it?” says 
Griff, as he wanders around. “The 
whole city is like a maze which ends 
in dead ends and that was for 


defensive purposes. As you go along, 
you come to these huge gates and 
they could shut off whole quarters. 

The actual gates of the city of Fes 
were locked every night up until the 
1960s.” 

The next stage of his journey proves 
to be far more difficult. He needs to 
get to Algeria, but as the border 
between that nation and Morocco is 
currently closed, he must fly to Spain 
before getting another plane to the 
port of Oran. 

But is the disjointed trip worth it? 

“I was nervous about coming to 
Oran, I’ll confess that,” he reveals. 
“Because there has been a lot of 
trouble in Algeria and Oran itself has 
been a centre of contention ever since 
the 1960s. 

“Basically the war of independence 
that cost a million lives pretty much 
started here when they raided the 
bank and they stole three million 
francs to pay for weapons.” 

Thankfully, the hospitable locals 
make Griff’s concerns fade away 
before he prepares for next week’s 
journey.

Open-topped 
elegance that 
is affordable

If you’ve ever owned an affordably priced 
convertible, then you’ll know that cars of this 
kind come with one major problem: you can’t 
comfortably fit adult passengers in the back 
over any real distance. 

That’s because models of this sort are largely 
based on Focus-sized family hatchbacks that are 
compact to start with and become even more so at 
the rear once you have to find space for a bulky hood. 
Cabriolets based on larger, more prestigious designs 
do better, but they’re expensive. 

You’d think then, that there’d be a gap in the market here 
- and you’d be right. Here’s the car that fills it - Vauxhall’s 
Cascada. 

From the moment you take a seat and set off in this car, 
it’s clear that this is a luxury convertible first and foremost, 
rather than any kind of low-slung roadster. But that doesn’t 
mean it can’t be dynamically adept. Indeed it must be if 
Vauxhall’s pretensions of tilting at the up-market German 
brands are to be credibly realised. That’s why the spec 
sheet promises HiPerStrut suspension from the 170mph 
Insignia VXR. And the FlexRide adaptive damping system 
that does so much to make the brand’s Astra VXR such a 
credibly competitive hot hatch. 

Here though, this technology is there to dynamically im¬ 
prove a very different kind of car, over two tonnes in weight 
and lacking the kind of fixed roof that would normally be key 
to structural rigidity. It could have all produced a rather dis¬ 
astrous result, had this Cascada been simply a convertible 
spin-off from an ordinary Vauxhall hatch, as was its direct 
Astra Twin Top predecessor. But it isn’t. This, in contrast, 
is the first time the brand has properly designed and pur¬ 
pose-built a opentopped car from scratch since the early 
1930s. They’ve done the job properly. 

Scores 

Under the bonnet, Vauxhall has wheeled out the best it 
has in terms of current engine technology, including an all- 
new 1.6- litre SIDI (or ‘Spark Ignition Direct Injection’) petrol 
unit that offers 170PS when mated to a 6-speed automatic 
gearbox. If that’s not fast enough, you can also ask your 
dealer about a 200PS manual gearbox version. There’s also 
an entry-level 140PS 1.4-litre petrol turbo unit and two 2.0 
CDTi diesels, one with 165PS and a minority interest 195PS 
Bi-Turbo version. 

The Cascada scores straight off the bat by looking the 
part. It’s certainly quite a size, at over 4.7m long and over 
1,8m wide. When the top’s down, it has a very clean profile, 
with no roof-top cover or visible roll-over protection disturb¬ 
ing the car’s silhouette behind the steeply-raked A-pillar. 

At the wheel where you sit quite high up, the cabin offers 
a mixture of Vauxhall familiarity and some hand crafted de¬ 
tailing you might not associate with this blue collar brand. 
The belt butler for example that extends over your shoul¬ 
der and hands you your belt as you take your seat. All of 
which leaves what is probably this car’s defining feature, 
its back seat accommodation. Once in place, most adults 
should be quite comfortable and it’s all a world away from 
similarly-priced compact convertibles where in most cases, 
the back of the front seat tends to sit virtually against the rear 
seat’s cushion. 

Looking at one of those Golf, Megane or Peugeot 308CC- 
based family hatchback-shaped convertibles? They’re very 
nice, but it would surely be even better if you were able to 
stretch to something a little more up-market that would have 
proper room for two adults in the back - an Audi A5 Cabri¬ 
olet or a Volvo C70 for example. Maybe even a convertible 
BMW 3 Series - though that’s pricier again. If that’s the po¬ 
sition you’re in, then the Cascada is a car you should try. 
The kind of smart, stylish looks and decent rear seat space 
you’d expect to have to pay £30,000 to £40,000 for, all at the 
kind of £24,000 to £30,000 budget. 

All models get the powered roof, all-round power win¬ 
dows, alloy wheels, daytime running lights and air condi¬ 
tioning you’d expect from a modern £25,000 convertible 
and also include rear parking sensors, LED tail lights, sports 
front seats, cruise control, a leather covered steering wheel, 
a trip computer and a digital radio with USB and Aux-in con¬ 
nectivity. Plusher versions like this one get heated seats with 
leather trim, front foglamps and rain-sensitive wipers, plus 
auto headlamps that can dip themselves at night. 

A larger car is inevitably a heavier car. So given that un¬ 
like its family hatchback-shaped cabriolet counterparts, this 
Cascada has proper room for four and weighs over two 
tonnes, you’d expect running costs to be higher. Which is 
not necessarily the case, thanks to features like a start/stop 
system fitted across the range which cuts the engine when 
you don’t need it, stuck in traffic or waiting at the lights. 

And the results? Well, take the 1.4T 140PS petrol variant, 
capable of 44.8mpg on the combined cycle and 148g/km 
of C02. Other Cascada variants don’t fare quite as well as 
that: the 1.6 SIDI petrol auto for example, manages 39.2mpg 
on the combined cycle and 168g/km of C02. Then there 
are the diesel versions of this Vauxhall, with both 165 and 
195PS versions of the 2.0 CDTi unit delivering 54.3mpg on 
the combined cycle and 138g/km of C02. 

These days, Vauxhall is a company with some genuinely 
desirable products in its portfolio. Here’s one of them.

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Mazda brings lot to party

Mazda is recovering quick¬ 
ly after UK sales took a big hit 
because of the pound to yen 
exchange rate - and you can 
expect things to get even better 
now that the new Mazda2 is in 
showrooms. 

There’s now a choice of 12 petrol 
and four dieses in a 16-strong line¬ 
up of the company’s best-selling UK 
model and a five level grade struc¬ 
ture of SE, SE-L, SE-L Nav, Sport and 
Sport Nav with prices from £11,995 to 
£17,395. 

And with the brand’s Skyactiv technolo¬ 
gy on board it’s little wonder Mazda boss¬ 
es are predicting a 24 percent sales growth 
this year against pretty flat industry sales. 

The B-segment is a tough place to com¬ 
pete but using Skyactiv technology with its 
striking ‘KODO - Soul of Motion’ design 
philosophy, Mazda claim this model brings 
new levels of technological sophistication, 
driving pleasure and safety to the party. 

At first glance there’s no mistaking this 
latest addition to the Mazda family which 
has particularly attractive headlamp styling 
and a muscular stance. 

But the outstanding features for me 
come in the safety department where Maz¬ 
da has really outshone the rest of the com¬ 
petition in this sector. 

There’s an array of active safety systems 
which you don’t normally get at this level, 
including Anti-lock Brakes (ABS), Electron¬ 
ic Brakeforce Distribution (EBD), Electronic 


Brake Assist (EBA), Dynamic Stability Con¬ 
trol (DSC), Traction Control System (TCS) 
and Emergency Stop Signalling (ESS). 

You also get,Hill Hold Assist (HHA) and 
a Tyre Pressure Monitoring System (TPMS 
as standard across the model range. 

SE-L (90ps & 105ps Diesel), Sport, Sport 
Nav grades and the Sports Launch Edition 
model are further equipped with a Lane 
Departure Warning System (LDWS), and 
Smart City Brake Support (SCBS). 

Operating between speeds of 2.5 and 
18.5mph, SCBS automatically applies the 
brakes if the system detects an imminent 
frontal impact. 

Technology 

There’s also an optional Safety Pack 
on 115ps Sport Nav models offering even 
higher levels of driver assistance with High 
Beam Control (HBC), Blind Spot Moni¬ 
toring (BSM) and Rear Cross Traffic Alert 
(RCTA) system, and an Active Driving Dis¬ 
play. 

Mazda has gone even further by Intro¬ 
ducing my favourite technology to the 
model with the arrival of head-up display 
to the B-segment for the first time. That 
means you get to see your speed dis¬ 
played on the windscreen, so there’s no 
excuse for picking up tickets. 

The cabin is a comfortable place to be 
with increased shoulder room up front, but 
it’s still a little tight for six-footers in the back 
and the boot fails the golf clubs test unless 
you fold down the splitting rear seats. 

There’s now an easy to handle “multi- 
media commander” situated between the 
front seats which enables the driver to con¬ 
trol the seven-inch touch screen display 
system.

DAB radio features for the first time in the

TWENTY years ago, Albion fans lost one of their 
favourite sons. Johnny Nicholls’ career might never 
have reached the heights it threatened to. 

But the man whose skill for sniffing out goals was 
a major feature of the Baggies’ 1950s ‘Team of the 
Century’ will always be revered by those who watched 
him as a cheeky, precociously-talented youngster. 

As a player, Nicholls, who died aged 64, was a fox in 
the box with the priceless knack of sensing a chance. 

And in the dressing room, the inside forward was 
the joker in the pack. 

Nicholls’ finest hour for Albion came at Wembley 
in 1954 when he and Vic Buckingham’s stylish side 
lifted the FA Cup after victory over Tom Finney’s 


Preston. And the impact of the forward and his team¬ 
mates were not lost on a young defender who would 
make his own mark on Baggies folklore 14 years later. 

“It’s funny you should ask me this week of all 
weeks,” says Graham Williams, captain of Albion’s 
1968 FA Cup-winning side. “Next week we’re having 
a day to remember Jeff Astle, and Johnny was just as 
funny as Jeff was. 

“I was only a youth player when Johnny was about 
but being at the club at that time was marvellous. 
With him, Ronnie Allen, Ray Barlow and their like 
around, it was like being at a university of football. 

“Johnny and Ronnie were both really funny and 
were always playing practical jokes on each other.”

Sako never 
had a get 
out option 

WOLVES boss Kenny Jackett has admit¬ 
ted they have never discussed a get-out 
clause with Bakary Sako - as Albion look 
set to target him again. 

Ten years ago, Wolves persuaded 
Joleon Lescott to sign a new deal with 
a gentleman’s agreement that he could 
leave 12 months later if the club weren’t 
promoted and a Premier League club 
came in for him. 

Lescott was sold to Everton for £5m 
plus a £2m sell-on when he was trans¬ 
ferred to Manchester City in 2009. 

But the level of Sako’s wages and the 
club’s finances - around £25,000-a-week 
- effectively prevent any chance of a re¬ 
peat scenario. 

Beneficial 

The 26-year-old Mali international 
earns way more than any other Wolves 
player apart from Kevin Doyle after they 
slashed the wage bill following the dou¬ 
ble relegation. 

Albion, who were one of three clubs 
that had bids of around £2m rejected in 
January, could easily trump his current 
salary. 

Jackett indicated the idea of a new 
deal with a clause was a non-starter. 

“There’s been no discussion about a 
new contract with any type of clause in,” 
said the boss. 

“From the club’s point of view, I don’t 
think that would have been beneficial to 
us.” 

The Baggies look like returning for the 
winger this summer when Sako, who ar¬ 
rived from St Etienne in 2012, is out of 
contract and available on a free transfer. 
But Jackett believes such is the bond be¬ 
tween Sako, the fans and the club that 
he could still remain at Wolves beyond 
June 30. 

I now have to pace

WALSALL’S four-time Paralympic 
champion Ellie Simmonds admits she 
has had to rein herself in as the years 
take their toll - but she is keen to contin¬ 
ue swimming for the long term. 

Simmonds has been named in an 
18-strong Great Britain squad for the 
IPC World Championships, which take 
place in Glasgow’s Tollcross pool from 
July 13-19. 

The 20-year-old hopes to take part in 
five events - three freestyle, the 100m 
breaststroke and the 200m individual 
medley - but she would rather do more. 

Simmonds, who will be competing in 
her fourth World Championships, said: 
“It’s quite a busy schedule but it’s a sev¬ 
en-day competition so I will get a few 
days off where I can relax. 

“But it’s great to be able to do five and 
have the variety. I think I’d be bored 
just doing one event so it’s nice to have 
a variety. 

“They are all totally different so it’s 
exciting. I’m a lot older now so my body 
tires out more. I’m more fatigued. 

“At 13 you are just a kid and you’ve 
got so much energy that you can do an¬ 
ything.” 


Heathens looking for perfect start

NEW ZEALAND captain and 
opening batsman Brendon 
McCullum is looking forward 
to playing at a “rocking” Edg- 
baston after signing for the last 
seven games of the Birming¬ 
ham Bears’ 2015 NatWest T20 
Blast. 

McCullum, 33, is recognised as one of 
the world’s most explosive Twenty20 
players and led the Black Caps to the 
final of ICC Cricket World Cup. 

He will join up with the Bears following New 
Zealand’s tour of England, with his first game 
scheduled to be against Lancashire Lightning at 
Emirates Old Trafford on Friday, June 26. 

McCullum said: “The Birmingham Bears had 
a great season last year, including winning the 
NatWest T20 Blast, and hopefully I can make a 
big contribution and ensure that we can progress 
in the tournament. 

Excited 

“Edgbaston is a fantastic ground to play at 
and hopefully it will be rocking for the big Friday 
night matches. 

“I’m really excited about becoming a Bear and 
the challenge ahead.” 

Birmingham Bears supporters will have the 
chance to see McCullum in action in three home 
matches at Edgbaston, including the visits of Der¬ 
byshire Falcons on July 3, Lancashire Lightning 
on July 17 and Northamptonshire Steelbacks on 
July 22. 

Dougie Brown, Birmingham Bears director of 
cricket, said: “It was great to see bigger crowds 
at Edgbaston for our Friday night NatWest T20 
Blast matches last season,. 

“Hopefully the opportunity to see one of the 
greatest limited overs batsmen of the modern 
game will ensure that we get even more fans to 
Edgbaston and supporting the Bears in the new 
season.” 

McCullum is the leading run scorer in the his¬ 
tory of international Twenty20s, with 2,105 runs 
at an average of 35.67, including two centuries. 

He has enjoyed previous spells in England with 


Sussex Sharks and Glamorgan and was one of the 
leading run scorers in last year’s Indian Premier 
League, scoring 405 runs for the Chennai Super 
Kings. 

Brown added: “Brendon’s dynamic perfor¬ 
mances in the ICC Cricket World Cup have 
demonstrated once again exactly why he is one of 
the most feared batsmen in the game. Securing 


his availability for our last seven games has to 
make him one of the biggest overseas player sign¬ 
ings in the competition’s history. 

“His power at the top of the order and expe¬ 
rience of playing in big matches are great assets 
to bolster our already strong squad as we look to 
win through to the quarter-finals and defend our 
NatWest T20 Blast title.” 


Strike duo 
are winning 
fitness fight 

ALBION are set for a huge boost ahead 
of their Premier League clash with QPR 
on Saturday with strike pair Saido Be- 
rahino and Brown Ideye winning their 
fitness battles. 

Both Berahino and Ideye are on 
course to face Rangers in the first of two 
vital back-to-back home games for the 
Baggies. 

Boss Tony Pulis’s decision to with¬ 
draw the duo from international duty 
seems set to be vindicated with his first- 
choice strikers making encouraging pro¬ 
gress in their rehabilitation. 

They now appear poised to start to¬ 
gether as Pulis’s men look to end any 
lingering relegation fears by collecting 
wins against Rangers and Leicester - the 
Premier League’s current bottom two. 

Ideye was forced to abandon plans for 
his long-awaited Nigeria comeback after 
a knee injury suffered in the Baggies’ 
victory against Stoke failed to clear up 
in time for international duty. 

The £10m record signing missed Albi¬ 
on’s 3-0 defeat at Manchester City but is 
now on course to be fit by the weekend. 

Berahino pulled out of the England 
Under-21s squad for their friendlies 
against Czech Republic and Germany in 
order to rest a foot injury. 

Like Ideye, Berahino has been playing 
in recent weeks with painkilling injec¬ 
tions but he too is expected to return to 
training in time to start against the Rs. 

Albion have so far suffered no ill-ef¬ 
fects from internationals, with North¬ 
ern Ireland trio Gareth McAuley, Chris 
Baird and Chris Brunt and Scotland duo 
Darren Fletcher and James Morrison all 
returning fit from their national teams. 

Brunt and midfielder Claudio Yacob 
are both available again after suspen¬ 
sion.

They also hope to have strikers Saido 
Berahino and Brown Ideye fit as the 
Baggies look to extend a run of six wins 
in their last seven home games in all 
competitions.
